and posted a $1,000 bail bond for 
April court. 
Later, after W. K. Jacobs, Barnes­ 
ville, Pa., charged Jointly with Os­ 
borne, was arrested and indicated 
his intention to stand trial, Osborne 
renewed his bail for August court. 
In the petition presented to the 
court asking permission to withdraw 
the plea, the Biglerville man states 
the plea had been filed “without 
proper consideration and without 
benefit of legal advice.”

J. EDGAR HOOVER 
ASKED TO JOIN 
POISON PROBE 


Philadelphia, Muy 16 (AP)—The 
head of the nation’s G-man forces 
was told today that Philadelphia’s 
insurance-murder racket is so vast 
th at “no one can 
estimate the 
number of crimes committed to date 
or the ramification of the heinous 
murderers.” 
Topping all previous calculations, 
this new definition of the ring’s 
possible scope was given by Judge 
Harry S. McDevitt in a telegram 
urging J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
to come here and make a “personal 
survey of this unbelievable crime 
syndicate.” 
Judge McDevitt, who presided at 
the first murder trial growing out 
of the case, expressed appreciation 
for the F B I ’s proffered aid in the 
investigation and told Hoover it 
would give local authorities access to 
“now unexplored fields of murderous 
activity.” 
"Having 
tried 
the 
first 
man 
convicted and sentenced to death, 
I am thoroughly familiar with the 
details that, in their inception, an 
incredulous public would not be­ 
lieve,” Judge McDevitt said. 
“It would give incentive to the 
untiring workers who have plodded 
along up to date and would be very 
helpful if you visited us and made 
a personal survey of the work of 
this unbelievable crime syndicate.” 
Judge McDevitt declared weeks 
ago that the trial of Henman Petril- 
lo, convicted poisoner of a W.P A 
worker, that “scores and scores” of 
persons had been murdered by the 
ring in eastern states. More recently 
with 24 persons in custody, authori­ 
ties said there were 50 known dead 
and th at the ultimate total might 
exceed IOO. 
While the F.B.I. has said it has 
not entered the case actively, Hoover 
has promised “immediate considera­ 
tion” of any request Philadelphia 
authorities might make for aid.

FLYER, 27, HEADS

St. John’s, Newfoundland. May IO

READ WITH A PENCIL 
CAN never read a book without a pencil. I mark the passages th a t 
* 
impress me most, and then I frequently have these passages copied on 
sheets and often review th at book — getting the big ideas of the one 
who wrote it. 
There is no pleasure in reading a book th a t doesn't do som ething 
to you. If there isn’t anything in a book th a t is worth remembering, then 
th at book isn’t worth your time to read it. 
I have a book th a t once belonged to W. H. Hudson, the naturalist, 
and all through it are notations after sentences th a t impressed him — or 
Cliat didn’t! 
I read th a t book with increased interest over w hat I would 
had he not traveled w ith me as I read. 
Publishers should leave several blank pages at the end of im portant 
books for readers to make notations on. Such books would have an added 
value for each reader and be greatly treasured, both by them and anyone 
who m ight elater own them. 
We would have plenty to say to an author should he read his original 
m anuscript to us! 
Why not say it to him, silently, unknown to him, 
after he has accorded us the privilege of owning his work? 
Reading w ith a pencil makes you think more of the book th a t you 
read. You feel th a t the author is getting personal with you. As he is. 
If you can only get a dozen thoughts out of a book, it is well worth 
w hat it costs. 
Out of M ontaigne’s essays you can get a thousand — or 
more! 
And any play by Shakespeare is rich pay all through. Cervantes 
and B unyan wrote their great books in jail. They weren’t hurried. T hat 
is why they wrote im m ortal prose. They wrote from the heart. On nearly 
every page of 
Don Quixote,” by Cervantes, is something th a t has be­ 
come a p art of our universal language. 
The delightful books of David G rayson are made up of notes taken 
down as the author read, as he talked w ith people here and there, and as 
he read from Nature. 
G et the habit of reading with a pencil — and make every book your 
friend!
